TOKYO (Tuesday), Oct. 26.— 
(UP)—The Domei (Japanese) 
News Agency said today in a 
dispatch from Shanghai _ that 
Japanese troops had captured 


the strategic position of Miao- 
changchen on the Shanghai 
front this morning. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 26.—()— 
Chinese bombing planes carried 
the fight to Japanese positions on 
Shanghai’s northern fringe early 
today while Chinese infantrymen 
held doggedly against the on- 
slaughts of some 160,000 Japanese 
along the twisting front north of 
the city. 

A Japanese army spokesman ad- 
mitted the Japanese drive had 
“slowed down” after six days of 
the fiercest offensive operations of’ 
the 10-week-old battle for Shang- 
hai. Foreign experts estimated 
some 300,000 Chinese troops were 
holding the line northwest from 
Shanghai to the Yangtze estuary. 

Rock International Area. 

‘The city’s international area 
rocked to the bomb explosions, 
while new heavy anti-aircraft guns 
recently installed in Hongkew by 
the Japanese searched the moon- 
lit heavens for the raiders. 

Fragments and shrapnel fell in 
the international districts and po- 
lice reported three Chinese had 
been killed and 19 injured in those 
areas in the last 24 hours. 

Five miles northwest of the city 
Chinese and Japanese were fight- 
ing hand-to-hand in the streets of 
Tazang, key to the back door of 
the Chinese positions at Kiang- 
wan and Chapei, where the Chi- 
nese flank’is protected by the neu- 
trality of the Irfternational Set- 
tlement. 

Claim Chinese Retreating. 

The Japanese spokesman said 
the main body of the Chinese were 
retreating westward from Tazang, 
while the Japanese were pressing 
steadily against Chinese units left 
to fight the covering rearguard ac- 
tion. Japanese said they had oc- 
cupied several small villages west 
of Tazang and were attempting an 
enveloping movement under cov- 
er of a smoke screen, 

The Japanese said the Chinese 
were falling back on Nanziang and 
Chenju, main bases of their “win- 
ter line” about ten miles in rear 
of the first line of defense where 
the battle began six days ago. 

Foreign military experts believe 
the Japanese will take a breathing 
spell to bring up their heavy artil- 
lery to blast out the barbed wire 
that has slowed their advance. 

As the result of the Sunday 
morning plane attack in which a 
British soldier was killed, British 
é authorities issued orders to 
all their defense posts to fire with- 
out hesitation on any attacking 
planes.

A white man at Dahlonega, a ne- 
gro of Wadley, who died in a Mil- 
len hospital; a negro in Barnes- 
ville; a negro baby at McDonough, 
and a negro at Swainsboro. 

Elixir Death Denied. 

At Waycross, Dr. K. C. Walden, 
chief of staff of the Atlantic Coast 
Line hospital, denied that a sixth 
man had died there from use of 
the drug. He said investigation 
in that city in connection with the 
alarm over the discovery that the 
elixir possesses toxic properties re- 
sulted in the case of a man brought 
there in desperate condition from 
Alabama. 

A laboratory report, he said, 
showed the man died of poisoning 
but there was no indication of sul- 
fanilamide, which was not admin- 
istered there in any form, 

~ Reports Confirmed. 

Until final investigation is made 
the reported deaths cannot be at- 
tributed directly to the poisonous 
drug, J. J. McManus, chief of tke 
United States Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration for the southeast, said 
yesterday. He confirmed the re- 
ports, however. 

“We have received reports of

UTBY 2.000,000 


Goal for Next Crop Or- 
dered Reduced Because 
of Heavy Yield this Year 


‘WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—()— 
The AAA made a 2,000,000-acre 
reduction today in the cotton crop 
goal for next year. 

Approving the 1938 agricultural 
conservation program, Secretary 
Wallace fixed its “goal” so far as 
cotton is concerned at 27,000,000 
to 29,000,000 acres. The goal pre- 
viously had been placed at 29,000,- 
000 to 31,000,000 acres. 

Officials of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration said the 
change was decided upon because 
of the unusually large cotton crop 
this year. 

The goal is to be divided by 
areas and individual farms, and 
growers required to limit their 
plantings to their share of it in or- 
der to qualify for government ben- 
efit payments. 

Authorities estimated that the 
reduction in the acreage goal 
would mean about 680,000 bales 
less cotton, if yields next year 
averaged the normal amount to 
170 pounds an acre. 

In view of the government fore- 
cast of a 17,500,000-bale crop this 
year, AAA representatives said, 
the reduction was necessary to 
keep acreage “more in line with 
needs.” : 

To prevent the acreage cut from 
diminishing federal rewards for 
co-operating growers, the rate of 
benefit payments was increased 
from 2 cents a pound to 2.4 cents

Governor Speaks at Observ- 
ance by B’nai B’rith 
Lodge No. 144.

The United States constitution 
has survived where those of Spain, 
Germany and other countries have 
failed because it is based on hu- 
man rights and not just power, 
Governor Rivers told members of 
the B’nai B’rith Gate City Lodge 
No. 144 last night. 

The lodge was observing the 
sesqui-centennial of the United 
States constitution. 

“Our democratic government is 
designed to care for the minorities, 
for the majorities can care for 
themselves,” the Governor de- 
clared. “We are a people with a 
government designed to help oth- 
ers.” 

The state of Georgia operates on 
four fundamentals, all included in 
the constitution of the United 
States, Rivers said. 

“First, we have an educated 
people. This year 200,000 more 
children are going to school be- 
cause free school books have been 
provided,” he declared. “Second is 
health. The income of our people 
should be doubled within 10 years 
because of the million dollars 
spent on public health this year as 
compared with $100,000 spent last 
year.” 

Home and religious freedom 
were the third and fourth princi- 
ples listed.

BELGIAN PREMIER 
QUITS FOR FIGHT 


Van Zeeland To Defend Self 
Against Charges Involv- 
ing Bank Action.

BRUSSELS, Oct. 25.—(4#)—Pre- 
mier Paul Van Zeeland resigned 
tonight to defend himself as a 
private citizen against’ charges of 
his political enemies concerning 
the administration of the Belgian 
National Bank when he was. its 
vice governor five years ago. 

His cabinet ministers resigned 
en bloc with Van Zeeland and 
drafted a letter to show their con- 
fidence in his integrity. 

Persistent Cry. 

Van «Zeeland’s decision to quit 
the government for a fiflish fight 
on his foes’ persistent cry of 
“scandal” in connection with his 
bank administration threatened to 
force at least a few days’ post- 
ponement of the nine-power con- 
ference called for October 30. at 
Brussels to seek “amicable means” 
of ending the Chinese-Japanese 
war. 

Moves were under way to re- 
tain the same kind of coalition 
government with little change of 
personnel, perhaps headed by For- 
eign Minister P. H. Spaak, Fi- 
nance Minister Nenri de Man or 
é€ven a non-politician as premier. 

King Consulted. 

The collective resignation fol- 
lowed a day of swiftly moving po- 
litical drama during which Van 
Zeeland consulted privately with 
King Leopold and-some of _ his 
colleagues. He then called a cab- 
inet meeting, informed the minis- 
ters of his decision and went im- 
mediately to the palace to tender 
the government’s resignation. 

The Princeton -educated Van 
Zeeland was expected to tell the 
country by radio how he planned 
squarely to face the judicial in- 
vestigation of the national bank 
which goes back to the five-year- 
old failure of the Goldzieher and 
Penzo bank. The government op- 
position charged the national 
bank, while Van Zeeland was vice 
governor, had been negligent in 
accepting doubtful paper from the 
Goldzieher and Penso Bank.

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to a survey made public by Charles A. Matthews, 
of DeKalb, chairman of the board of managers 
of the Association of County Commissioners of 
Georgia, are almost unanimous in opposition to 
the proposal contained in the report of the spe- 
cial tax commission of the legislature. 

The county officials base their condemna- 
tion of the report on the argument that it would 
create state control of local governments and 
would result in setting up a “political machine,” 
at the capitol which would dominate every pub- 
lic activity in the state. 

If this is true there will be strong support 
for the position taken by the commissioners. 
It would, obviously, be undesirable to take the 
reins of local government out of the hands of 
the local authorities and transfer them to the 
state capitol. The functions of government now 
lodged in the counties, and other local sub- 
divisions, themselves are too close to the people 
to make it probable that centralized control 
would be approved by the public. 

It is conceivable that there are some func- 
tions of government now being performed by 
local units which could be administered more 
efficiently and economically by the state gov- 
ernment, but certainly the greater part of the 
work of local governments can be best perform- 
ed by them. If, as the county commissioners 
feel, these functions of the local governments 
are endangered by the proposed program of the 
special tax commission it is unwise and unsafe. 

Developments in national governmental af- 
fairs of recent years have resulted in much 


breaking down of state lines. The national gov- 


ernment today exercises extensive influence 
over state administrations. 

Under this condition the transfer of the 
functions of county, or other local governments, 
to the state would, in effect, mean a further 
increase in the centralization of all government 
—national, state and local—in Washington. 

Regardless of the ideals behind the move 
towards centralization of government, it is im- 
possible for Washington, or even a state govern- 
ment, to direct the affairs of individual com- 
munities as well as they can be administered 
by local officials. Problems in different sections 
of the country vary widely and rules and regu- 
lations which might be desirable in one part of 
the country, would be utterly burdensome and 
inequitable in another. | 

It is necessary that, in things which affect 
their daily lives, the people not only shall be 
close to authority, but that they take part, in 
as great degree as possible, in their own public 
affairs. Thus is good citizenship built and thus 
is training in public service acquired. 

If the proposals embodied in the tax com- 
mission report make possible concentration of 
government activities to too great an extent in 
the state government, it should be rejected, as 
the county commissioners demand, or at least 
modified in such degree as to remove every 
possibility of such centralizing effect. ~ 


TEACHERS TO ATTEND SCHOOL 
A 10-day course in first-aid and accident 
prevention work for teachers in Atlanta, Fulton 
and DeKalb counties, given by the American 
Red Cross, opened yesterday at Commercial 
High school. 


The State Department of Education, in 
sponsoring these classes, is performing a service 
which will have far-reaching results in saving 
lives and avoiding suffering in the future. There 
is no class of society in better-position to spread 
the gospel of safetyfirst and to inculcate the 
rules that accompany that slogan than the 
school teachers. 


It is the teachers who are best fitted to im- 
press the lessons of safety upon future genera- 


_ tions while yet they are in the plastic, forma- 


tive stage. Lessons learnt in youth show their 
results all through later life and the ancient 


adage, “as the twig is bent so the tree is in- . 


clined” is still true. 


Safety does not mean safety from traffic ac- 
cidents alone, though the problem of automobile 
Safety has overshadowed other accident causes 
in recent years. More than half the recorded 
accidents which bring death or injury occur 
within the home and the school room itself is 
not immune from tragic mishap.

Chief of Police M. A. Hornsby is fulfilling his 
pledge, made at a meeting of outraged citizens 
of the Formwalt area, that ‘he will end vice and 
wipe out “joints” not only in that section, but 
all over the city. Arrest of 140 persons over 
the week end testify to the sincerity of the 
chief’s efforts. 

The chief is proceeding to fulfill his further 
pledge that all such establishments, wherever 
located in the city, will feel the effects of the 
policé dragnet. 

If good is to result from such police activi- 
ties, the campaign must be continued indef- 
initely. Sporadic efforts to remove undesirable 
characters are doomed to failure. They result 
only in temporary inconvenience to those ar- 
rested and in shifting the bad conditions from 
one area to another. Only by protracted effort 
and constant watchfulness can the police make 
the city so unprofitable to the purveyors of 
vice that they will be forced to leave. 

Mayor Hartsfield pointed out, in speaking 
at the Formwalt meeting, that a “clean up” of 
one district only was; useless, that the cam- 
paign must extend to the entire city-if it is 
to be effective. 

Not only is this true, but the campaign must 
enlist the aid of the county police and extend 
to the complete area of Greater Atlanta. Little 
good will be achieved if the activities of the city 
police vice squads result merely in shifting the 
tainted areas just outside the city limits, 


Atlanta has too many undesirable citizens, |

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 25.

3. Conflict in the ranks of or- 
ganized agriculture over proposed 
marketing quotas, and insistence 
from some that a new farm act be 
“carefully thought out.”

Navy Day Celebration Recalls Period in 1836 When 
‘Leathernecks’ Were Called Out To Protect State 
From Creek Indians.

Marines marching through Geor- 
gia? : 

Gunboats on the Chattahoochee? 

That bit of Georgia history is 
not so well known, even to.the 
historians. But once the marines 
did make a forced march from 
And once 
they worked in Georgia and in 
conjunction with a fleet of small 
gunboats on the Chattahoochee. 

It is appropriate that Georgia 
celebrate Navy day tomorrow. 
And it is one of the unique fea- 
tures of Georgia’s history that 
once the navy and marine corps 
operated not along the coast but 
from an inland city. 

It was in 1836. The Seminoles 
were at war in Florida. The Creek 
Indians, who also were to be 
moved to the west, went on the 
war path in Georgia and Alabama. 
The Creeks were tough fighters as 
were the Seminoles. And the army 
was hard pressed. 

“Old Hickory”

Marines in Action. 

He ordered out the marines. The 
marines, oldest military organiza- 
tion in America, went into action. 
Colonel Commandant Archibald 
Henderson, more than 50 years 
old and a marine officer for some 
30 years, volunteered to take com- 
mand.

The Creek Indians were espe- 
cially active. in that section and 
the camp twice was attacked. On 
each occasion the. attacks were 
beaten off. ) 

In late June the-marines began 
expeditions into the Indian coun- 
try. The first patrol searched be- 
tween the Etchee and Hatchee-: 
chubby rivers and broke up one 
large assembly of Indians. 

First “Mosquito Fleet.” 

A small fleet of boats, prob- 
aly the first “mosquito fleet,” op- 
erated on the river. So, that for a 
time Columbus, Ga., was very 
much in the hands of the navy 
and marine corps and all Georgia 
was being protected by those two 
organizations. 

Jim Henry, chief of the Creeks, 
was the special prize for which 
they searched. Upton Mills, Geor- 
gia, was one location where the 
marines built a fort and sought to 
intercept Indians who were es- 
caping into Florida.

The 11 meningitis victims were 
treated at Rush Medical College, 
Chicago. The medical men there, 
the surgeons were informed, were 
surprised at the curative powers of 
sulfanilamide. They had expected 


cure of the 11 cases. Ten of these 
had mastoid operations in addition 
to the meningitis. 

The Rush authorities also re- 
ported that their sulfanilamide re- 
sults were “in line with” those of 
experiments in other institutions 
with this remedy for meningitis. 

Another side of the dramatic ef- 
fects of sulfanilamide was report- 
ed today at a clinic of the Chicago 
Lying-In hospital. It apparently 
is not yet a safe drug for pregnant 
women. Experiments on animals 
led the hospitals to state that “it 
appeared the use of this drug was 
open to criticism if used in the 
pregnant woman not only from the 
standpoint of its toxic effect on the 
mother but also on the fetus.”

THE THROWBACE IN 
BREEDING. 

A breeder of registered Guern- 
sey cattle, referring to a recent 
article in this column in which 
the unreality of the fiction of the 
birth of a black child to white 
or apparently white parents was 
pointed out, offers this interesting 


comment: 

Regarding the throwback in the 
color line, we have a similar dif- 
ficulty to contend with. One of 
the two French breeds of cattle 
that went onto the Islands of Jer- 
sey and Guernsey nearly a thou- 
sand years ago had black noses. 
Nearly all Jerseys now have black 
noses. Guernsey cattle nearly all 
have light or buff noses. But oc- 
casionally Jerseys have buff noses 
and Guernseys have black noses. 
Black noses are not So in 
Guernseys; breeders seldom use a 
black-nosed bull or a black-nosed 
cow. But try as we have for gen- 
erations to eliminate the black 
noses, they still appear from buff- 
nosed parents, It seems to me they 
appear in the Mendelian ratio as 
with sweet peas; according to the 
Mendel’s law if you cross red and 
white peas the progeny will av- 
erage one red, one white and two 
pink. Why doesn’t Mendel’s law 
hold in the crossing of negro anc 
white persons? If a pure white 
and a pure negro mate, according 
to the Mendelian theory of in- 
heritance the ghildren should be 
in like ratio—one pure white, two 


mulattoes, one pure black. ' Why,

"BOOKMOBILE NEED 


Emory, Hopes It Will Be 
Next Step in Georgia. 


_ Following 
home on wheels—the 
which struck. America by storm, 
the next logical step is the library 
on wheels, 

“Libraries are not always a 
building of stone or brick,” said 
Miss Tommie Dora Barker, dean 
of Emory University Library 
school. “They are as likely to be 
a ‘bookmobile’ taking books to the 
homes of people who cannot get to 
the buildings in towns or cities.” 

The problem of taking books 


;| through the state when there are 


no libraries accessible will be one 
of the foremost topics discussed at 
the meeting of the Georgia Li- 
brary Association here Thursday 
through Saturday this week. 

A great need is felt in the south 
for book truck service, Miss Bar- 
ker, who served as regional field 
agent for the American Library 
Association for five years, believes. 
She explained that the scattered 
population and few large cities 
make book distribution very diffi- 
cult. Many of the southern states 
have efficient book truck service 
now in operation, but as yet Geor- 
gia has none. 

The Georgia Sietaiaters passed 
a county library law March 20, 
1935, permitting counties to estab- 
lish a library by taxation. Fulton 
county immediately took advan- 
tage of the law, appropriating 
$5,000 a year to extend free mem- 
bership in the Carnegie Library 
of Atlanta to all Fulton county 
residents and the next objective is 
to make book truck service pos- 
sible. 

“In this day of good roads and 
streamlined automobiles,” sald 
Miss Barker, “libraries should not 


sit at home and wait for cus- 


tomers to come to them. They 
must take books to their readers 
by the modern library on wheels. 
the ‘bookmobile.’ ” 

The “bookmobile” is ‘a large auto 
truck with bookshelves built in 
the sides and storage space inside 
for more books. Several thousand 
volumes are provided. Stops are 
made at schools, stores, homes and 
wherever people want books.

Medical students at Emory Uni- 
versity have been digging deep 
into their pockets this week for 
“blood money.” 

They’ve been searching for $15 
with which to buy the most covet- 
ed book in a long time—the only 
comprehensive book on blood dis- 
eases in America. 

Requiring two years to write 
and based on research which cov- 
ered more than a decade, “Dis- 
eases of the Blood and Atlas of 
Hematology,” by Dr. Roy R. 
Kracke, professor of pathology and 
bacteriology at Emory, was releas- 
ed last week. 

Helping Dr. Kracke in the com- 
piling and writing of the 600-page 
text was Mrs. Hortense Elton 
Garver, instructor in laboratory 
diagnosis at Emory. She prepared 
44 full-page plates in color, which 
were later reproduced at a cost of 
$2,000. 

Most Comprehensive. 

The book is hailed as the most 
comprehensive survey of existing 
knowledge on blood yet produced. 
It was Dr. Kracke’s intention to 
put in accessible fofm the com- 
plete information about blood, and 
in order to give the opinions of 
prominent European specialists, it 
was necessary to translate from 
the German for the first time the 
book Blutkrankheiten und Blutdi- 


agnostik, written in 1931 by Otto 
Naegli. 

Though part of the Atlas is ob- 
tained from such  seeondary 
sources, much of the material was 
gathered during the past ten years 
during the time when Emory con- 
ducted a registry for blood diseases 
throughout the world. By a meth- 
od where pathologists contributed 
blood specimens and _ siides, Dr. 
Kracke was enabled to study rare 
blood diseases, many of them un- 
known in the south. 

Among subjects discussed are 
leukemia, anemia, transfusion, and 
the blood of laboratory animals. 
The last, Dr. Kracke points out, 
should be of special interest to re- 
search workers. 

A Best Seller. 

At a meeting of the American 
Medical Association three months 
ago where outstanding medical 
books were exhibited, more copies 
of the Atlas were sold than any 
other book published by J. B. Lip- 
pincott & Company, although at 
the time only a small number of 
the colored plates were ready. 

Dr. Kracke, associated with 
Emory for the past 12 years, is 
now pathologist to Emory Univer- 
sity hospital, consultant in hema- 
tology to Henry Grady and Hen- 
rietta Egleston hospitals, and was 
formerly director of the hemato- 
logical registry and past president 
of the American Society of Clinical 
Pathology.
